HPV vaccine 
offered to 
Grade 9’s

Alberta is expanding a controversial immunization pro¬ 
gram this fall to protect more school-aged children from 
sexually transmitted disease. 

The province rolled out an inoculation initiative for 
Grade 5 girls last year to help guard against human papillo¬ 
ma virus (HPV), a sexually transmitted disease that can 
lead to cervical cancer. 

Gardasil, the vaccine created by Merck and Co., was only 
approved in 2006 and prompted some concern and contro¬ 
versy about safety, sexual promiscuity and false sense of 
invulnerability. 

As a result of concerns there wasn’t 100 per cent uptake 
in Didsbury, said Lynn Martens, public health nurse at the 
Didsbury Health Unit. 

“It’s important to know this is not meant to promote sex¬ 
ual activity. We an 1 doing it to prevent long-term risk...and 
this is more effective at this 
age,” she said. 

Over half of eligible Grade 
5 girls took the shot locally, 
which is a good start, said 
Dr. Judy MacDonald, deputy 
medical officer for Alberta 
Health Services in Calgary. 

“I expect we’ll see these 
numbers rise as more par¬ 
ents become comfortable 
with the idea of getting the 
vaccine for their daughters," 
she said. 

“It is a new vaccine and 
people want to understand 
it better before they use it.” 

In the Calgary region, 57 
per cent of girls got the full 
three-stage dose and 61 [ht 
cent of youngsters took the vaccine provincewide. That 
means 12,000 of 20,(KK) girls were injected with Gardasil in 
Alberta in 2008. 

This fall the province is allowing Grade 9 girls to opt in on 
the vaccine, which previously would have cost around 
$500. This program will mn a three-year cycle until the 
inoculated Grade 5 students reach the high school level. 

“I think this is a great idea. Why wouldn’t a person want 
to prevent cervical cancers that can lead to a lot of health 
issues and ultimately death?” Martens said. 

Gardasil works by boosting the immune system to fight 
off four strains of HPV, two of which lead to 70 per cent of 
cervical cancers. 

Strains of HPV are common among women and art' said 
to infect half of all sexually active women between the ages 
of 18 and 22. The disease can ele;ir up in some on its own, 
but if the infection persists it can lead to cancer. 

In this province, 180 women develop cervical cancer 
each year and 40 die from it. To prevent numbers of those 
with the disease from rising, the Alberta government Is fol¬ 
lowing Health Canada recommendations to vaccinate girls 
and women between 9 and 26 years old, though the 
province only offers the vaccine free to Grade 5 and Grade 
9 students. 

The vaccine is not licensed for administration to males.

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Westglen students take on new pet-project

Twenty-four Grade 7 students are pari of 
;ut elite few in this nation participating in a 
maverick school program, geared to give 
youngsters hands-on learning. 

Westglen Middle School hits joined the 
ranks of just two other educational cen¬ 
tres in Canada that offer 4-H as a course 
option, an Alberta 4-H specialist said. 

In 2007, Tilley, a village in southern 
Alberta introduced the club to its students 
as a course offering and a year later 
Ardmore did the same. 

Rob Smith, 4-H specialist for Calgary 
and southern Alberta, said the schools 
turned to the program when they were 
faced with dropping enrolment and school 
closures. It was a means to improve the 
curriculum and hold the interest of stu¬ 
dents in rural schools. 

Westglen isn’t in the same position. 

"We are alive and well.. .we just want to 
do this to keep our complementary cours¬ 
es current and keeping with what kids are 
interested in these days,” said Carolyn 
Massel, vice-president of Westglen Middle 
School and the woman behind the pro¬ 
gram. 

“We have more kids involved in 4-H in 
this area than anywhere else...it made 
sense.” 

The middle school 4-H club will act like 
any other 4-H program in the province. 
Students will learn life skills in a hands-on 
environment, run their own club and par¬ 
ticipate in 4-H activities across Alberta. 

The program, which will run year-long, 
will focus on a pet project, where students 
take responsibility for an animal and 
record things like feed, cost and weight 
gain. 

It sounds simplistic, but the school can 


make the project as challenging as the stu¬ 
dent would like, Massel said. 

Those partaking in the 4-H program will 
also be building skills in public speaking, 
consumer decision-making and present- 
blf. 

“This is such a maverick concept and it’s 
my vision that this will very much be the 
wave of the future,” said Smith. 

The 4-H club has been an after-school 
and community based program since its 
beginnings in 1917. Ninety years later it 
makes sense to match up the community 
program with the community school, 
Smith said. 

“The idea of offering 4-H projects and 
personal development through schools is 
an idea whose time is most definitely here. 
It just goes hand in hand with education 
and preparing kids for the future,” he said. 

Smith and Massel both agree that once 
other schools see the success of this pro¬ 
gram, they will jump on board. 

Not only is it a different type of learning 
but it also gives youth a chance to explore 
4-H ;utd what it’s all about. 

“This is huge and very exciting. These 
kids would never have gotten involved if 
this wasn’t made available at school," 
Massel said. 

The vice-principal is a big believer in 4- 
H. Her mother belonged to the club; as did 
she and now her own children. 

“This is a worthwhile opportunity, we 
want to bring more people in. I think a lot 
of times kids don’t join because they think 
it’s only for farm kids, but that’s not true,” 
she said. 

Anika Creighton is one of those children. 
She watched her friends join the club and 
it sounded like fun, but she thought mem¬ 
bership was exclusive to those who live in 
the country. 

“I never thought it’d be offered here. I

was kind of surprised,” she said of the 
school-run program. 

She is one of 20 students new to the 4-H 
concept. 

Katie Crawford, who also signed up for 
the complementary course, has been a 4-H 


member for the last four years and thinks 
this is a great opportunity to teach stu¬ 
dents that anyone - from anywhere - can 
join. 

“I think 4-H is great, you meet so many 
people...and I love my critters,” she said.

Building permits plummet 

The value of building permits plummeted 3<> per cent 
this year in Didsbury. according to town administra¬ 
tion. 

The town recorded the building permit value for 
Didsbury in 2009 as $5.2 million compared to $14.4 mil¬ 
lion in 2008. 

“We anticipated this year would be lower than last. 
(The years) 2007 and 2008 were anomalies because 
they were so high,” said Hoy Brown, chief administra¬ 
tive officer for the Town of Didsbury. 

“We couldn’t sustain that level of growth for an 
extended period of time. This is more reasonable." 

There have been 45 building permits this year, end¬ 
ing in August, compared to 171 last year and 104 in 
2007. 

In the last couple of months, Brown said “there has 
been a definite upswing," with at least another seven 
to add to the statistics.

Drug strategy 
a good step

The laU>st in a long line of feder¬ 
al drug strategies - tlus one aimed 
specifically at so-called synthetic 
drugs - is a much needed and wel¬ 
come effort. 

The Synthetic Drug Initiative, 
announced this month, is the first 
Canadian drug strategy to focus entirely on a single 
class of drugs. 

If it succeeds in putting more illegal drug makers in 
prison and keeping more of these extremely danger¬ 
ous drugs out of Alberta schools it will l>enefit every¬ 
one, including residents of West Central Alberta 

Synthetic drugs include MDMA, or ecstasy, as it is 
commonly known, and methamphetamine, both 
drugs popular among some Canadian youth; and in 
the case of methamphetamine, highly addictive and 
dangerous to the user’s health. 

The aim of the new strategy is to do away, as much 
as possible, with the production and distribution of 
synthetic drugs and to reduce the overall influence 
of oi'ganized crime on drug trafficking in Canada, 
said Peter Van Loan, minister of public safety. 

“The production, trafficking and distribution of 
illegal drugs will not be tolerated. The initiative will 
target illicit synthetic drug industry on three fronts; 
enforcement, deterrence and prevention,” he said. 

Justice Minister Nicholson added: “Our 
Government recognizes that illegal drugs undermine 
healthy and safe communities, fuel organized crime 
and foster street-level gangs.” 

This new strategy is the latest in a long string of 
similar anti-dnig initiatives undertaken by justice 
and health officials over the past year. And while it 
may appear that the war against drugs is an endless, 
losing battle, the efforts are absolutely necessary. 

Leona Aglukkaq, federal minister of health, says 
halting the proliferation of illegal drugs amounts, in 
the end, to a public health issue. 

“This initiative is a critical step in the coordinated 
fight against the serious dangers to public health and 
safety posed by the illegal production of synthetic 
drugs and their widespread trafficking across 
Canada,” said Aglukkaq. 

Canada’s health care systems are under enough 
pressure these days without having to deal with chil¬ 
dren and adults addicted to synthetic drugs made 
and distributed by organized crime. 

If this new strategy leads to fewer people having 
their health permanently ruined by these dangerous 
substances, then all the expense and effort will be 
worthwhile. 

And while programs that provide treatment for 
addicts of all ages must also continue to be support- 
ed by all levels of government, any initiative that 
helps police put the drug makers in jail is good news. 

The war against illegal drugs will not be won by 
this new initiative, but it will hopefully make a differ¬ 
ence. 

And to those critics who say targeting illegal drugs 
is counterproductive, the question remains: w hich is 
more important, organized crime profits or public 
health?

Afghan contributions are important; parent 


Ryan Penner was in the NICU at 
Winnipeg Children’s Hospital 18 
years ago. While there, the staff 
impacted all of our lives and I 
doubt that we ll ever completely 
grasp all of the ways. 

Today, 1 read an article in the 
Didsbury, Alberta local paper. A 
woman was featured who spends 
hours crafting afghans for children 
at Alberta Children's Hospital. 
Immediately, my mental album 
flipped back to the bookmarked 
page labelled, "NICU". I hear again 
the beeping, feel the quiet scurry to 
save tiny lives, see the miniscule 
bottom (which we thought was a 
knee) in the bed next to Ryan, feel 
the gown that I actually began to 
think was a fashion statement and I 
look down... there is my infant, 
with tubes and wires all over him. 1 
long to pick him up and carry him 
home. A nurse comes and strokes 
the little bit of hair that he has left, 
careful not to bump the IV site. She 
gently folds back the homemade 
afghan to take his vitals. When 
she's finished, she wraps him up 
again. 

I reluctantly turn the album page 
to see a very swollen, drugged up 
baby. I can t hold him today. A tear 
falls on my mental picture as I 
recall the ache to take away the 
excruciating pain of the complica¬ 
tions of surgery. My clear mind 
now tells me that his drugs alleviat¬ 
ed that pain. The lump in my throat 
tells me that I’ve never been fully 
convinced. The doctor's hand is 
there, offering the expert care that 
Mom and Dad are unable to give 
yet. I'm still in training. Always. 


there is the afghan. My arms are 
unbearably empty but the blanket 
gives me comfort. Someone out 
there loves babies, loves my little 
boy enough that she made a warm 
hug to wrap him in when mine was 
not an option. 

1 wonder: do the nurses go home 
and hug their children and grand¬ 
children a little tighter, thankful 
that their lungs work independent¬ 
ly and there's no heart monitor 
sounding alarms 24 hours a day? 
Do they take a minute out of their 
hectic lives to just watch healthy 
legs run and listen to the laughter 
of a mind that "gets it"? Maybe they 
not only deal with sickness at the 
hospital but go home to a sick child 
as well. Do they, like me, stroke 
that child's hair and take extra care 
to memorize her face... just in 
case? 

Every now and then I pull out the 
mementos. With each item lifted 
from the box, another layer of pain 
is spirited away; another layer of 
deep thankfulness takes its place. 
Sometimes tears come unbidden. 
Sometimes laughter ripples 
through the shelves of the storage 
room as I hold the Calgary Stamps 
hat made from poster board. They 
were in the playoffs, and since 
Daddy was from Calgary, the nurs¬ 
es decided to have some fun. 
Always, there’s a smile and a heart- 
whispered, “Wow!" I am consistent¬ 
ly overwhelmed with the level of 
care that Ryan received then and 
continues to receive. 

He’s turning 18 at the end of this 
month. September is often spent 
recalling Ryan’s slow arrival. I was 


in labour for at least a few minutes 
every day of the month from 
Labour Day (how appropriate) 
until the 30th We were later told 
that he just didn’t have the strength 
to help with the process. That 
would also explain the intensity of 
labour when he finally was born. 
Every stage of Ryan’s life has been 
met with a mixture of pain and 
deep joy. 

His trach is getting noisy, so he’s 
likely waking up; I’ll have to go 
make sure he’s breathing OK. He 
will be, because he’s healthy and 
we were trained well. Safety 
checks are just part of our daily 
routine. He’ll turn over and give me 
the hug that his five-year-old mind 
says is reserved for Mom.

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Businesses warned of 
counterfeit cash

Crime and finance offi¬ 
cials are warning local 
businesses to keep a care¬ 
ful watch on cash after an 
increase of counterfeit 
dollars at a local bank. 

Although there hasn’t 
been a rash of fake bills, 
ATB Financial has seen 
an increase. 

“We saw four counter¬ 
feits in the last three 
months, which is more 
than we’ve seen in two 
years,” said Crystal 
Sanderson, customer 
service supervisor for 
ATB Financial. 

She said the bills were 
poor replicas and easily 
spotted by tellers when 
they took in deposits 
from local businesses. 

“One had the holograph¬ 
ic strip taken off a five- 
dollar bill and glued to a 
fake 50; it wasn’t very 
good,” she said. 

What concerns the bank 
is that local businesses 


are taking the loss for the 
shoddy bills. The police 
seize any fake paper the 
bank discovers without 
compensation to those 
handing over the money. 

To give people better 
tools to guard against 
counterfeits, the bank 
called in experts from the 
Calgary Commercial 
Crime and Bank of 
Canada to do a seminar 
on September 3. 

Sgt. Conal Archer, the 
northwest region counter¬ 
feit coordinator, said 
fraudsters often prey 
upon small towns 
because retailers are not 
as aware of counterfeit 
bills as in larger cities. 

“They can be easy tar¬ 
gets," he said. 

The local detachment 
usually sees half a dozen 
a year and said people 
likely feel they can get 
away with it on their way 
through town. 

“Quite often you see 100 
dollar American bills and 
because stores are unfa¬ 


miliar with it, they accept 
it without taking a good 
look. That’s how the bills 
slip through the system,” 
said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

According to the Bank 
of Canada, $14 million 
worth of worthless pieces 
of paper are circulating in 
the economy. In 2008 
counterfeiting was a $6 
million problem and this 
year the Bank of Canada 
is noticing the issue begin 
to mushroom. 

It’s up to businesses to 
prevent bills from enter¬ 
ing the system, said 
Michelle Witkowski, sen¬ 
ior analyst with the Bank 
of Canada. 

“These people (commit¬ 
ting fraud) may not neces¬ 
sarily be doing a good job 
and they are hoping 
retailers don’t 

notice...and they don’t 
always, which is why we 
have all this money going 
into the economy,” 
Witkowski said. 

When fake bills are usu¬ 
ally handed off at night in 


gas stations, bars and 
restaurants. High dollar 
bills are offered up for 
small priced items, so the 
person can get real cash 
back. 

And the exchange 
always comes with a 
story. 

“One man was giving 
retailers fake bills that 
looked like ones from the 
1970s. He told tellers he 
runs an antique shop that 
has fallen on hard times 
because of the recession 
and that is why he was 
using up these old bills. 
They bought it," said 
Archer. 

“They always try to dis¬ 
tract the retailer.” 

He said retailers should 
not only take a close look 
at security features, but 
watch for people buying 
low-priced items with 
high bills and who tell 
stories when they hand 
over cash. 

“This is all about fol¬ 
lowing your instinct," he 
said. 


Keeping an eye out for fake cash 



I. Look at the holo¬ 
graphic stripe running 
down the side of the bill to 


make sure the colour 
shifts. Also watch for 
holographic stripes that 


may have been cut off a 
lower denomination and 
placed on a higher one. 

2. Hold the bill to the 
light and you should see a 
ghost image or water¬ 
mark. 

3. There should be dash¬ 
es running down the 
opposite side of the holo¬ 
graphic strip that shift 
colour when moved. 

4. The see-through puz¬ 


zle number is one that 
counterfeit artists don’t 
always get right. Tilt it to 
the light and the lines 
should align perfectly to 
create a number. 

5. The large number on 
the bill has raised ink you 
should feel when you run 
your fingers over it. 

6. Under UV light the 
words, Bank of Canada - 
Banque du Canada, should 
glow in red and yellow.
